"Hello,  this  is  Jean  Parks,  Lasell  Class  of  '55 
calling.  .  .  ."  During  four  nights  in  April  twenty-four 
volunteer  students  and  alumnae  dialed  over  600 
numbers  to  seek  support  for  this  year's  annual  fund. 
When  it  was  all  over,  $6,269  had  been  pledged  to  the 
College.  Over  170  people  could  not  be  reached  but, 
of  those  who  responded,  64%  were  new  or  increased 
gifts  over  last  year — motivated  by  Lasell's  challenge 
grant.

That's  what  a  phonothon  is  all  about — calling  and 
getting  a  gift.  But  there's  lots  more  to  it  than  that. 

It  all  started  back  in  December  in  the  Development 
Office.  Two  students  who  regularly  work  here 
throughout  the  year  as  part  of  the  work-study 
program,  were  given  the  unglamorous  task  of 
looking  up  phone  numbers  or  calling  "directory 
assistance"  in  the  various  cities  where  alumnae 
would  be  contacted.  After  three  months  and  fingers, 
weary  from  dialing  (with  many  other  tasks  thankfully 
taking  preference  along  the  way),  phone  numbers 
were  finally  matched  to  names  and  this  phase  of  the 
job  was  complete.  One  of  the  students,  Mary 
Lagasse  '75,  made  notes  of  some  interesting 
observations  in  her  dealings  with  the  "directory 
assistance"  operators  and  how  they  vary  in  their 
approach  from  one  locale  to  another.  But  let's  have 
Mary  tell  you  about  it  in  her  own  words: 

The  Convenient  Inconvenience 

by  Mary  Lagasse  '75 

Have  you  ever  thought  about  being  a  Directory 
Assistance  Operator?  What  would  a  job  like  this 
involve? 

From  my  experience  within  the  past  few  months, 
I've  learned  that  there  is  more  to  being  a  Directory 
Assistance  Operator  than  looking  up  a  few  million 
numbers  in  a  telephone  book.  These  people  must 
have  to  be  trained  in  the  area  of  talking  with  and 
understanding  people.  It  must  be  a  long  day  talking 
on  the  phone  for  eight  hours  and  each  state  has  its 
own  style  instilled  in  their  operators,  their  lines 
taught  by  direction  or  habit. 

When  calling  Virginia,  we're  told  to  "Please  note 
this  number."  There  is  no  call  for  making  a  mistake

after  talking  to  an  operator  in  a  central  state  such 
as  Ohio.  "B-E-R-N-l-U-S  on  84  Haseltine  Street,  that 

number  is ."  Then,  there  are  the  states  you 

would  never  want  to  call  back.  The  curt  tone  of  voice 
of  the  operators  in  the  south;  Georgia  or  the 
Carolinas,  would  perhaps  make  you  change  your 
mind  about  the  call.  "I'm  sorry  mame,  I  cannot  hear 
you." 

Now,  imagine  being  on  the  other  end  of  the  line. 
In  Florida,  an  operator  could  look  for  ten  minutes 
for  the  number  of  Carlene  R.  Lombardo  on  Water 
Street.  But,  of  course,  if  the  caller  is  from  Boston 
the  number  will  never  be  found.  "There  is  no  Calene 
Lombado  on  Wata  Street  in  Ft.  Lauderdale.  And, 
what  was  that  middle  initial  again?"

There  is  such  a  difference  between  male  and 
female  operators.  Men  probably  don't  receive  the 
crude  remarks  that  women  operators  put  up  with 
from  men  and  other  women.  Women  callers  become 
sweet  and  gentle  when  they're  surprised  with  a 
deep  masculine  voice  on  the  other  end.  "Pardon, 
could  you  please  repeat  that  number?"  rather  than 


"I  didn't  hear  you."  Men  generally  aren't  impolite  to 
women  operators,  but  an  obscene  caller  may  change 
his  mind  and  hang  up  when  the  voice  on  the  other 
end  is  not  the  light,  feminine  voice  he  was  expecting. 
Yes,  there  is  more  to  being  a  Directory  Assistance 
Operator  than  you  or  I  might  imagine.  Next  time  you 
don't  feel  like  walking  upstairs  to  get  the  telephone 
book,  think  about  the  person  on  the  other  end  of 
the  line.  Some  day  you  may  be  the  one  answering 
the  phone.  "Good  morning,  Directory  Assistance, 
could  I  help  you — or  would  you  help  me." 


And  that  is  how  it  went  in  the  Development 
Office  through  the  dark,  cold  winter  months.  Next 
year,  when  the  College  launches  its  annual 
Phonothon — when  your  phone  rings  and  a  voice 
says  "Hello,  this  is  Jean  Parks,  Lasell  Class  of  '55 

calling "  we  hope  that  you  will  remember  that 

there  is  a  lot  more  to  that  call  than  meets  the  eye — 
or  the  ear,  as  the  case  might  be.

The  styles  she  was  showing  included 
big  and  medium-brimmed  hats  of 
shiny  shantung  straw  from  China,  and 
ones  of  Panama  straw,  which  actually 
comes  from  Colombia,  and  a  delicate 
straw  from  Bali.  One  of  the  most 
important  influences  the  past  year  has 
been  the  "cowboy"  or  Western  shape. 
At  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum  is  a 
charming  white  straw  with  an  enormous 
white  silk  rose  blooming  on  its  front. 
But  giving  them  all  a  race  for  the  money 
are  the  hats  beloved  by  juniors,  who 
have  been  the  backbone  of  the  millinery 
revival.  These  include  the  moderately 
priced  "naturals"  in  straw,  and  styles 
in  denim  or  quilted  bandanna  fabric. 
One  of  the  great  advantages  of  a  hat, 
Ms.  Torgler  pointed  out,  is  that  "you 
can  put  it  with  something  you  have  in 
your  wardrobe  and  make  it  look  a  little 
fresher."  The  pert  Ms.  Torgler  decided 
when  she  was  13  that  she  wanted  to 
be  a  buyer.  "That  was  pre-Women's 
Lib  and  I'd  always  liked  clothes,"  she 
explained.  She  worked  at  John  Wana- 
maker's  while  she  attended  high 
school  in  Wilmington,  Delaware,  and 
during  vacations  from  Lasell  Junior 
College,  where  she  studied  retailing. 
Mercantile  interviewed  her  on  campus 
when  she  was  19.  "I  was  one  of  three 
invited  to  come  to  New  York  for  an 
interview,  and  in  April — before  I  was 
out  of  school — I  had  my  first  job  as  an 
assistant  buyer  of  junior  dresses,"  she 
said.

They  share  a  mutual  interest  in 
gourmet  cooking  and  travel,  and  he  has 
no  objection  to  the  occasional  forays 
she  makes  around  the  country  to  check 
styles.  Torgler  also  (like  most  men,  his 
wife  believes)  "really  digs  hats."

Since  houses  in 
Kathmandu  are  divided  by  regions  with 
a  specific  name  and  have  no  street 
names  or  numbers  whatsoever,  Suzy 
had  to  make  one  sign  for  the  street  and 
one  for  the  house. 

Some  of  her  special  reflections  in- 
clude chasing  a  water  buffalo  from  the 
house  yard  and  bicycling  ten  miles  to 
the  airport  at  5  a.m.  to  send  special 
blood  vials  to  a  doctor  in  Pokhara. 
Asked  if  she  would  go  back  for  a  sec- 
ond tour,  Suzy  enthusiastically  an- 
swered, "Yes,  I  felt  so  rewarded  in  my 
work  in  Nepal.  The  country  is  so  poor 
with  an  average  income  of  $75  a  year 
that  I  felt  everything  I  could  do  helped 
in  a  small  way." 

Suzy,  who  has  been  with  United 
Airlines  for  seven  years,  lives  with  her 
husband,  Bob,  in  Sausalito,  California. 
Next  year  for  the  coronation  of  King 
Bihendra,  Suzy  plans  to  return  to  Nepal 
with  her  husband  and  show  him  her 
favorite  place.
